Where Kennedy and McCormack are both young 
men in their 30's, the Curtis-Lodge conflict is a con¬ 
test between a seasoned political veteran and a political 
novice making his first run for elective office. 

That is reflected in their respective records which 
undoubtedly will be the subject of discussion in the de¬ 
bate, with Curtis hitting out at Lodge’s inexperience. 

Curtis has been a member of Congress for the ) 
past 10 years and has served on the House Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Committee and the House Judiciary Committee. 

Before going to Congress he served two years 
as State Treasurer, six years as State Senator, four 
years as State Representative, four years as a Boston 
City Councillor and two years as Assistant U. S. 
Attorney. 

Lodge has never held elective office but was em¬ 
ployed in the Department for Labor for about eight 
years, working in a public relation capacity most of the 
time and serving for two years and seven months as 
one of the Assistant Secretaries of Labor. 

These are the backgrounds of the two men who 
will meet next week in a debate as part of their battle 
for the right to oppose the winner of the Kennedy- 
McCormack donnybrook in the November election. 

It is not difficult to understand why Curtis is en¬ 
deavoring to center public attention on the contrast 
between his experience and record of public service 
and the experience and public service of Lodge. 

While the Curtis-Lodge contest is not being 
fought as bitterly as the McCormaok-Kennedy strug¬ 
gle, it, nevertheless, has generated some strong feel¬ 
ing, especially in the rival camps.

In Real Estate 

There were 157 Newton real

3. Election of the Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor as a 
team so that a Governor of 
one political party and the 
Lieutenant Governor of the 
opposite political party could 
not be chosen at the same 
election. 

4. Appointment by the Gov¬ 
ernor of his own department 
heads with their terms to run 
concurrently with him. 

“Only with reforms such as 
these can Massachusetts take 
the important steps necessary 
to restore good government 
and efficient service to the 
people of the Commonwealth,” 
Goldman declared. 

Goldman reported that he 
has talked with many mem¬ 
bers of the clergy throughout 
the district in which he is 
campaigning. 

“Everywhere I go,” he said, 
“I find people sick of the rot¬ 
ten stench of corruption, but 
being sick is not enough. Too 
many people are cynical re¬ 
garding our State politics. The 
people must elect Representa¬ 
tives who will not only vote

BOSTON — New heights of accuracy in electro¬ 
cardiograms for babies and young children have been 
achieved by two cardiologists at The Boston Float¬ 
ing Hospital for Infants and Children, the Massachu¬ 
setts Heart Association says. 

This Heart Fund-aided research has also yielded 
another major dividend: it has removed the discomfort 
involved in the usual method of taking an electro¬ 
cardiogram in an infant.

The men responsible are Dr. 
Marshall B. Kreidberg, Assoc¬ 
iate Professor of Pediatrics at 
Tufts University School of 
Medicine and Assistant Pedi¬ 
atrician in-Chief at the hospi 
tal, and his associate in both 
institutions at the Tufts-New 
England Medical Center, Dr.

They accomplished it with 
a light-as-a-feather silver elec¬ 
trode which replaces the con¬ 
ventional, larger and heavier 
suction cup, and used the tiny 
electrode as the basis of a de¬ 
vice in which the materials 
cost only about 10 cents. 

The new technique is adapt¬ 
able for use in small as well 
as larger hospitals. 

Advanced diagnostic and 
surgical techniques have pro¬ 
vided long forward strides in 
the detection and correction 
of congenital heart disease in 
the newborn and the very 
young. With them has devel¬ 
oped the need for completely 
accurate electrocardiographic 
tracings. 

For years, however, this has 
been difficult or impossible in 
babies and young children, 
who dislike the procedure and 
fuss throughout it. 

Public Is Urged 
To Keep An Eye 
On Wetlands 

Wetlands, plentiful in this 
area, especially along the 
banks of the Neponset and 
Charles rivers, comprise an 
asset of high value to the 
community, according to a 
spokesman for the Massachu¬ 
setts Farm Bureau Federa¬ 
tion, Inc. 

Carleton I. Pickett, the fed¬ 
eration's executive secretary, 
reminds us that our way of 
living is based on founda¬ 
tions of land and water, and 
warns us that in allowing 
everybody to tinker with it we 
fail badly to hold to strict 
accountability those who 
make up the tremendous bu¬ 
reaucracy of land and water 
determination. 

‘‘The door is being left wide 
open and unguarded for a 
host of well-meaning but pur¬ 
poseful people who have a 
deep interest in some side of 
the fierce competition for 
land and water usages.” he 
says. 

They concern themselves, he 
points out, with planning 
boards, zoning laws, water re¬ 
sources boards. wetlands 
laws. watershed districts, 
flood control, lake and stream 
improvement and a host of 
other activities. In the field 
of conservation, he adds, we 
have so many specialists, hob¬ 
byists and self-interested per¬ 
sons that the land and the 
water escapes the protection 
it must have. 

Pickett urges all citizens 
to ‘‘take a good look at the 
situation, to put it under the 
microscope. 

“In the midst of our 40 
days and 40 nights of no rain 
in localities where lakes, 
streams and swampland 
abound, we are not able to 
bring water to a parched gar¬ 
den. saving it instead for 
modem plumbing usages and 
industrial needs." he con- 
•ludes.

Little research had been 
done in the field foi at least 
a decade before Drs. Kreid¬ 
berg and Chernoff fumed 
their attention to it. 

The type of electrode long 
in use amorg the very young 
is about three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter. It has to be 
moved frequently on the 
chest, and it often leaves a 
red welt in its wake. More 
important, its use involved 
frequent manipulation of the 
tiny patient, who usually re¬ 
sisted it. 

The doctors, working with 
a commercial medical-equip¬ 
ment firm, reasoned that the 
minute silver electrode used 
to take brain wave tracings 
might work as well. 

They developed a nine-lead 
device which is taped on the 
baby’s chest in predetermined 
positions and which involves 
no discomfort whatever. They 
found that the baby, instead 
of crying and squirming 
throughout the test, usually 
enjoyed his pacifier, or some¬ 
times even napped. The re¬ 
sult: tracing of high accuracy, 
as the doctors switched their 
currents to preset leads in¬ 
stead of moving the electro¬ 
des It also takes materially I 
less time.

Theological School this sum¬ 
mer from a round-the-world 
sabbatical leave in which the 
Abbott professor of Christian 
theology taught In some of the 
21 countries visited, and en¬ 
countered alumni of the school 
in Japan, Hong Kong, the 
Philippines, Borneo, Burma, 
India, Ceylon and Spain. 

Dr. Ferre taught for three 
months at Dorshisha Univer¬ 
sity in Japan, spent two 
months In India, a month at 
the Near East School of The¬ 
ology in Beirut and a month at 
Marburg in Germany. The Fer¬ 
res also spent two months 
traveling in Asia, the Holy 
Land and Europe. 

The professor, who has 
taught at the Newton Centre 
school for 17 years, is the 
author of 18 books on theolgy. 
He particularly enjoyed his 
conversations with non-Chris¬ 
tian scholars — Buddhists in 
Japan, Confucian scholars in 
Hong Kong, Hindu scholars in 
India and Moslem scholars In 
Lebanon. The latter, he ex¬ 
plained, were legal scholars, 
not theologians. They believe 
that no theologians are needed 
since they already have the in¬ 
spired word of God. 

Among the new religions in 
Japan visited by the Ferres 
was Rissho Kosai Kai, a lay- 
men-led movement founded by 
a milkman in the 1930's which 
now has about two million 
members. They have no priests 
or ministers, emphasize group 
therapy and prayer and are 
building a temple large enough 
for 50,000 people. 

Another group, which also 
has two million members, is 
called the House of Friendship. 
They have an enormous tem¬ 
ple, with the rooms connected 
by closed circuit TV, and have 
focused prayers for Kennedy 
and Khrushchev, world peace, 
the sick and so forth. A third 
group, Friends of the Spirit, 
reverence their ancestors. 

In Japan Dr. Ferre taught 
for three months at Doshisha 
University, founded by an An¬ 
dover graduate, Joseph Hardy 
Neesima in 1874. The univer¬ 
sity currently enrolls 22,000 
students. 

On a visit to Hiroshima, 
they had a guide who had lost 
his whole family in the bomb¬ 
ing. The Ferres lived in a Jap¬ 
anese inn and tried to observe 
the customs of the country, 
such as following the relaxed 
Eastern time schedule, where 
appointments might be two 
hours late, and taking the 
scalding hot baths. They had 
nine Japanese banquets with 
chopsticks in two weeks. 

In Hong Kong they visited 
Chung Chi College and had 
Thanksgiving dinner with five 
Andover Newton alumni in

In Sermapore, India the Fer¬ 
res lived in the room of Wil¬ 
liam Carey, pioneer English 
Baptist missionary. Dr. Ferre 
preached in Carey’s church, 
taught in the university he 
established and read the daily 
paper he founded nearly a cen¬ 
tury ago. 

After leading an all-India 
conference of the Student 
Christian movement the Ferres 
visited a leper colony and a 
mission school for the deaf 
and dumb before they went to 
Ceylon, which was then under 
martial law. Dr. Ferre gave 
three broadcasts on the gov¬ 
ernment’s radio station, sur¬ 
rounded by guards holding 
bayonets. 

The Ferres spent Christmas 
in Burma, where Dr. Ferre 
preached in U Na Memorial 
Church, where Adoniram Jud- 
son waited seven years for a 
convert. Judson, the first 
American missionary to Bur¬ 
ma, was an Andover graduate 
In 1810. 

During two weeks In the 
Holy Land, the Ferres got up 
before sunrise to have their 
family devotions on the Mount 
of Olives, went swimming in 
the Lake of Galilee and sat on 
hillside from which Jesus 
had taught the multitudes. 

Asked for advice to other 
Americans traveling overseas, 
Dr. Ferre suggested trying to 
understand how other people 
look at things and learning to 
live in a relaxed frame of 
mind.

Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy appears to be leading 
Attorney General Edward J. MacCormack, Jr., as the 
two come down the closing stretch of their race to their 
day of political destiny next Tuesday. 

McCormack has put up a terrific fight against 
heavy odds. 

But after two highly publicized debates and with 
public opinion seemingly well crystallized, Kennedy 
remains the favorite and McCormack the underdog.

McCormack Recommends 
Course Of Action In Cuba 


In a major policy statement 
on Cuba, U. S. Senate Candi¬ 
date Atty. Gen. Edward J. Mc¬ 
Cormack, Jr., has called for 
isolation of Cuba “effectively 
and completely from the rest 
of the Western Hemisphere” 
and at the same time de¬ 
clared: “I reject and deplore 
the frantic cries of some poli¬ 
ticians in this country that our 
armed forces undertake an im¬ 
mediate invasion of Cuba.” 

The Attorney General urged 
the formation of a Caribbean 
American Treaty Organization 
(CATO) for the defense of 
Caribbean nations threatened 
by the Cuban arms buildup. 
He described the situation as 
serious, calling for “hard 
thinking, not panic.” 

‘The time for hard thinking 
and determined action is at 
hand. I urge the United States 
to take the following steps: 
(1) Make an immediate offer

Next week is state primary time, and ironically 
it is also the week set aside by President Kennedy to 
be noted as Constitution Week, seven days when we 
are all urged to “consider the heritage of our Consti¬ 
tution and its enduring principles.’’ 

What better way to do a little bit toward observ¬ 
ing this week, honoring our democratic precepts, than 
by turning out at the polls next Tuesday en masse? 

Too often primaries are by-passed as some form 
of anti-climatic election; but how important can the 
final election be if the wrong men are voted in to the 
running through the copping of a position in the 
primary? 

Tuesday's election will name the Democratic and 
Republican standard bearers who’ll square off in the 
elections later in the Fall. Notwithstanding the fact 
that these are the men who’ll represent us in top gu¬ 
bernatorial and senatorial posts, this year’s candidates 
deserve a strong turnout ait the polls, if for no other 
reason, for their extremely intense campaigning 
throughout the state. 

Town officials, anticipating crowds to reflect this 
interest in the campaigns, have extended the polling 
hours from 6:00 until 8:00 o’clock. 

In respectful acknowledgement of hard fought cam¬ 
paigns, and in observance of Constitution Week, it 
would be encouraging to see civic spirit defeat apathy 
at the polls.

it's unfortunate that either McCormack or Kennedy 
will be eliminated from contention when the primary 
returns are counted. 

Most Democrats would like to see both of them 
on their party’s State ticket in the November election. 
Both would be assets to the Democratic slate. 

But Kennedy and McCormack both were intent on 
running for the Senate. They were unwilling to settle 
for any other office. And they chose the collision 
course which will see one of them defeated on Tuesday 
next. 

Both candidates have made strong drives for 
nomination. They have commanded great attention, 
have aroused terrific public interest and have gener¬ 
ated flaming enthusiasm in the ranks of their sup¬ 
porters. , 

— Kennedy, of course, has benefitted from his name 
and from the fact that his older brother is the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. 

Even though President Kennedy has maintained a 
position of strict neutrality and has abstained from 
extending a helping hand to his brother, the shadow 
of the Presidency has loomed large over this contest. ! 

In fairness, however, Ted Kennedy has proved 
himself an excellent campaigner. He met McCormack 
in two debates although the political gamble involved 
in participation in the debates favored McCormack. 

Kennedy worked in tireless fashion. He went out 
and met the people, and when he met them he won 
votes. 

McCormack has come of age politically. That must 
have been apparent to everyone who saw him on tele¬ 
vision. In 1960 McCormack won reelection by the great¬ 
est plurality ever received by an Attorney General in 
the annals of Massachusetts. 

But this has been McCormack’s greatest cam¬ 
paign. Even if he loses, he will come out of this 
battle with increased stature. 

It is unlikely that this will be the last political 
fight for either Kennedy or McCormack. Both are 
young men. There will be other elections in the years 
to come in which next Tuesday’s loser undoubtedly 
will be a candidate. 

Elections are won and lost in curtained voting 
booths, not in political columns. Startling upsets have 
occurred in the past, and they could happen again 
when the returns come in next Tuesday night. On 
all the evidence available, however, Kennedy must 
be rated the favorite and likely winner of the strug¬ 
gle for the Democratic Senate nomination, McCor¬ 
mack the underdog. 

Lodge - Curtis Fight Close 
Curtis In Strong Finish 

Congressman Laurence Curtis and young George 
Lodge appear to be coming down to the wire in a close 
race. 

Curtis has been forced to overcome one handicap 
after another in his fight for the Republican Senate 
nomination. 

He started late in his drive for the endorsement 
of the GOP State convention, found many delegates 
were already committed to Lodge and wound up losing 
the convention nod by 88 votes. 

Had Lodge and Curtis started at the same time 
in their quest for convention support, there is little 
doubt that Curtis would have been the victor at Wor¬ 
cester in June. 

As a result of missing the convention endorsement, 
Curtis started out behind Lodge in their primary con¬ 
test because Republicans are accustomed to voting for 
the convention choice. 

Curtis, however, has obviously been gaining stead¬ 
ily for the past month. He is making a very strong 
finish. Many political observers believe it may prove 
strong enough to bring him in a winner next Tuesday 
Sight. 

The general feeling that Curtis would be a

stronger contender against Ted Kennedy in the 
November election than would Lodge may prove the 
determining factor in the Curtis-Lodge struggle. 

Curtis also has made an impact with his argument 
that he could use the inexperience and immaturity is¬ 
sue against Ted Kennedy and that Lodge could not. 

Lodge, however, is no easy opponent even though 
this is his first campaign for public office. Like Ted 
Kennedy, he has the benefit of a famous family 
name. 

The hard fact also is that many Republican voters, 
who have paid only casual attention to the fight for 
their party's nomination for the U. S. Senate think 
that Curtis is being opposed by former U. N. Ambassa¬ 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge, not by his son. 

There is little comparison in the public records 
of Curtis and Lodge. 

Curtis has' been a member of Congress for the past 
10 years, has served on the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee for the last four years, before that was a 
member of the House Judiciary Committee for six 
years. He served two years as State Treasurer, six j 
years as State Senator, four years as State Representa¬ 
tive, four years as Boston City Councillor and two 
years as Assistant U. S. Attorney. 

Lodge's public service has consisted of eight years 
in the Department of Labor. He was an Assistant 
Secretary of Labor for two years and seven months 
and the rest of the time worked in the public informa¬ 
tion branch of the department. 

Nevertheless, this seems to be a close contest 
vv hich could go either way when the votes are counted 
next Tuesday night. 


Curtis’ chances of defeating 
Lodge hinge on whether his 
issues and qualifications are 
sufficient to break down the 
GOP habit of voting for the 
convention endorsee. 

One of the unusual aspects 
of the Curtis-Lodge conflict is 
that Curtis has not tried to 
build any sympathy for him¬ 
self by making political capi¬ 
tal of the fact that his congres¬ 
sional district uas liquidated 
this year, leaving no opening 
for him to run again for the 
national House. 

Curtis has been a fine Con¬ 
gressman. He has served with 
distinction on Capitol Hill for 
the past 10 vears. He took it 
without a whimper when his 
district was broken up under 
the redistrirting plan. It is un¬ 
likely that he would run for 
office again if he should be 
defeated next Tuesday, Lodge, 
on the other hand, who is 
making his first run for office, 
has other campaigns ahead of 
him. whether he wins or loses 
Tuesday. 

Peadody the Favorite; 
Riley Potent Underdog 

Endicott (Chub i Peabody is 
the favorite to win over Regis¬ 
trar of Motor Vehicles Clem¬ 
ent A. Riley in their fight for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. 

But Riley is a very sturdy 
underdog. He will poll far 
more votes than many of the 
pundits expert. He may make 
it a much tighter race than 
most of the experts anticipate. 

In fact. Riley adherents pre¬ 
dict that the Registrar will pro¬ 
vide one of the primary up¬ 
sets. 


Riley barkers are philosoph¬ 
ical on that point and insist 
that it may result in a false 
sense of strength for Peabody'. 

Richardson and Brooke 
In Confusing Battle 

One of the most puzzling 
contests is that being waged 
for the Republican nomination 
for Attorney General between 
former U. S. Attorney Elliot 
L. Richardson and former Bos¬ 
ton Finance Commission 
Chairman Edward W. Brooke. 

From this vantage point it 
shapes up as a tossup, just as 
it did at the Republican State 
Convention. 

Richardson and Brooke 
staged a dramatic battle at the 
Worcester conclave, with Rich¬ 
ardson missing the endorse¬ 
ment by one vote on the first 
ballot and Brooke winning the 
second time around. 

Their fight across the state 
next Tuesday max prove just 
as spectacular. Toting senti¬ 
ment in their clash seems to 
vary sharply in different sec¬ 
tions. Everything points to a ^ 
close, tight race. 

Both Richardson and Brooke 
have put on strong campaigns. [ 
Each has been able to draw 
the support of prominent Re¬ 
publicans across the State. Ex- 
Governor and former Secre¬ 
tary of State Christian A. Her- 
ter and ex-Governor Robert F. 1 
Bradford are two of the dis¬ 
tinguished GOP figures who 
have endorsed Richardson. 
Brooke has a devoted follow¬ 
ing of workers beating the 
drums for him. 


If vou were to go by what 
happened at the ’ Democratic 
State Convention, where Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Edward F. 
McLaughlin. Jr., not Riley.! 
was Peabodv’s main challen¬ 
ger, there wouldn't be much to 
this contest. 

But there is little similarity J 
between the, convention con¬ 
flicts and the primary clash to 
be decided by the Democratic 
voters next Tuesday. 

Peabody has the endorse¬ 
ment of the Democratic con -' 
clave. That gives him a strong 
advantage in a fight which has 
been completely overshadowed 
by the hectic McCormack- 
Kennedy Senate battle. 

If Peabody didn't carry the 
convention endorsement, he 
and Riley would he fighting on 
about even terms, and their 
race w r ould he a tossup. 

Because public attention has 
been centered to such an extent 
on McCormack and Kennedy, 
manv Democratic voters don’t 
realize Rilev is running for the 
Governorship. The Riley back¬ 
ers are philosophical on that 
point and insist that it may 
result in a false sense of 
strength for Ppabody.

LA SENATE FIGHT

of the other contests. 

A big majority of Newton's 
most influential Republican 
figures are backing five-term 
Congressman Laurence Curtis 
in his fight with George C.

Joe Martin For 
Textile Tax Aid 
Bv Congress Act 

Congressman Joseph W. 
Martin, Jr., has protested the 
decision of the U. S. Tariff 
Commission which denied a 
measure of relief for the 
American cotton textile indus¬ 
try. The Commission rejected 
a long standing appeal of the 
home industry to levy an ad¬ 
ditional duty of 8% cents a 
pound on imported textiles to 
make up the difference be¬ 
tween the price foreign and 
domestic cotton manufactur¬ 
ers pay for raw cotton. 

Congressman Martin had 
joined the industry in com¬ 
plaining that since foreign 
manufacturers could get Amer¬ 
ican cotton at a lower price 
than our own people, the home 
industry is placed at a com¬ 
petitive disadvantage and add¬ 
ed to the problems of the hard 
pressed American industry 
and its workers. 

The Tariff Commission re¬ 
jected the petition in a 3 to 
2 decision. The equalization 
fee has been one of the key 
factors sought by the textile 
industry and textile state con¬ 
gressmen to help the domestic 
producers. 

Congressman Martin said: 
The decision is unfortunate, 
disappointing and regrettable. 
It was not too much to ask 
the government to allow 
American manufacturers to 
obtain American cotton at the 
same price level as foreign 
competitors pay. I have been 
informed that the President 
has no authority to overrule 
this decision of the Tariff 
Commission. If that is the case, 
relief for this inequitable situ¬ 
ation must be obtained 
through Congressional action. 
I shall give my best efforts 
toward that objective.”

Expanded Student Army on the March 

2,770 Pupils Return Public Schools Report 
To Parochial Schools Record 18,000 Students 


Maynard Goldman Nears (ilima\ 
Of Vigorous Bid F or House Seat 


Newton parochial school 
students left the summer sun 
for school studies Monday, 
Sept. 1 when parish schools 
opened to a record 2,770 en¬ 
rollment. 

Sister Mary Rose, principal 
of Our Lady’s Grammar and 
High School, reported 650 
pupils entered the elementary 
grades and 360 returned to the 
high school. 

An additional 200 began' 
classes in the new department 
for seventh and eighth graders 
established this year. 

Several new programs were 
instituted this year at Our j 
Lady’s, the largest parochial 
school in the city, Sister Mary 
Rose said. 

A new, oral method will be 
used to teach French to stu- j 
dents in grades 7 and 8, while j 
a program of French lessons ' 
will continue to be sent to stu | 
dents in grades 4, 5 and 6 by j 
television, which will continue I 
to be used as a teaching aid in ! 
the school. 

The school also launched a ' 
consolidated, accelerated meth-1 
od of teaching mathematics | 
called Illinois math after the 
University of Illinois where it 
was developed. 

Our Lady’s High School, 
which received accreditation 
from Catholic University of I 


America, this year added a 
certified librarian. Sister Mary 
Eudes. and a guidance counsel¬ 
or, Timothy Hurley, to its 
staff. 

Sister Mary Eudes formerly 
taught at Marian High School 
in Framingham. Mr. Hurley, 
who also teaches history’ at the 
school, is a candidate for a 
master's degree at Boston Uni¬ 
versity. 

Sister Annica, principal of 
Sacred Heait Grammar and 
High School, said 600 pupils 
began classes Monday at the 
schools. Two-hundred were re¬ 
ported enrolled in the high 
school and 400 in the gram¬ 
mar school. 

Sacred Heart along with all 
parochial schools in Newton 
will have a new junior-high 
type department like St. 
Mary's. 

St. Bernard’s Grammar and 
High Schools reports a 600 
total enrollment this year. A 
second class for third graders 
has been added to accommo¬ 
date the elementary school 
population bulge. The school 
now has double classes for all 
of the first three grades. 

St. John the Evangelist start¬ 
ed its classes Sept. 4. The 
grammar school has 300 pupils 
in the elementary grades and 
kindergarten. 


A record 18,000 pupils heard 
the first bell Monday. Sept. 10 
and returned to Newton pub¬ 
lic schools, which reopened 
with a population increase of 
350 over test year. 

The city’s grammar schools 
| enrolled 9,500 in the elemen- 
jtery grades while 1.000 future 
t scholars launched their school 
careers in kindergarten class¬ 
es. 

More than 4,000 students 
resumed studies in the New¬ 
ton junior high schools and 
the high schools reported a 
j record 3,500 enrollment. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Charles E. Brown said 975 
| teachers and 47 teaching in¬ 
terns met the returning stu¬ 
dents. The teaching staff rep- 
j resents 172 new teachers to 
Newton schools. 

Supt. Brown said this year 
; marks the beginning of an 
experimental program with a 
group of pupils in grammar 
school and another in junior 
high. 

A group of 100 pupils at 
Hamilton Grammar School, 
Newton Lower Falls were 
placed in an interim "ungrad¬ 
ed” classification covering the 
kindergarten and the first 
three grades. The pupils will 
be promoted to the fourth 


grade as they progress. 

Some will finish the period 
covering the first three grades 
earlier than the regular three 
years while others will take 
longer. Student progress will 
be closely observed but stand¬ 
ard, periodic promotion will be 
sidelined. 

A second group of 160 stu¬ 
dents will participate simul¬ 
taneously in a similar program 
covering grades 7, 8 and 9. 

The program will concen¬ 
trate an effort to individual¬ 
ize teaching, Supt. Brown said 
Subjects will be taught indi¬ 
vidually and students in dif¬ 
ferent grades will be in the 
same classes depending on in¬ 
dividual advancement in the 
subjects, he said. 

As a general rule, he ex¬ 
plained, students will be 
taught at the same steady 
pace, but some will advance 
more rapidly than others in 
individual subjects and as a 
whole. The special program is 
designed to accommodate this 
flexibility. 

Supt. Brown said the high 
schools will continue to offer 
Russian as a credit course 
and the junior high language 
program for seventh graders 
has been expanded to include 
Spanish and German

In Congress he was named 
to the Judiciary Committee 
and later to the important 
Committee of Foreign Affairs. 

A graduate of Harvard Col 
lege and Harvard Law School, 
he was secretary to the fa¬ 
mous U.S. Supreme Court 
Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. The Bay State Con¬ 
gressman also spent a year in 
the U.S. Diplomatic service 
and during World War I lost 
a leg in an aviation training 
crash while with U.S. Navy. 

He has been prominent in 
promoting legislation for bet¬ 
ter housing standards, liberal¬

she amicably ended her mar¬ 
riage because her husband 
career did not allow him to 
leave Boston. 

When she arrived in the 
Kentucky mountain commun 
ity she later gave the name of 
Robert Browning’s poem, Pip¬ 
pa Passes, only two persons in 
a 100 could read or write and 
there was not even one school 
in an area of more than 
100.000 inhabiatnts. 

She opened classes in a one 
room shack that soon grew 
into an established grade 
school, then into the first high 
school in the county and in 
1923 Caney Junior College 
which has graduated more 
than 3,000 leaders who 
brought medicine, law, reli 
gion and education to the 
mountain communities. 

Students in the school do 
not pay tuition but pledge to 
remain in the mountains help¬ 
ing their people after gradua 
tion. 

During her 45 years in Ken 
tucky she worked without pay 
running her school without 
federal, state, or church help 
but with donations from a few 
close friends in the Boston 
area and as her work be¬ 
came known from supporters 
throughout the country. 

Mrs. Lloyd’s work received 
national attention when 6he 
became the subject of a “This 
is Your Life” television pro¬ 
gram. Sympathetic viewers 
sent more than $160,000 to 
Caney School for an endow¬ 
ment fund which insures its 
continuation. 

For many years Mrs. Lloyd 
was aided by Dr. June Bu 
chanan, a Wellesley graduate, 
who will continue her work. 
Mrs. Buchanan has been a fre¬ 
quent visitor to Newton, 
whose residents have been 
some of the Caney School’s 
strongest benefactors. 

Dr. Buchanan’s sister, Mrs 
Francis J. Flagg lives at 12 
Hunnewell circle in Newton. 

During her struggle to 
bring knowledge to America's 
forgotten children, Mrs. Lloyd 
raised more than $2 million 
through personal correspond¬ 
ence with a growing number 
of admirers. 

She was buried on the col¬ 
lege campus September 4.

Ted Has Hard Fight ~ 
With Eld In Newton 

Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy, 
who won the Democratic nom¬ 
ination for U. S. Senate in a 
landslide, ran Into a hard fight 
with Attorney General Edward 
J. McCormack, Jr., in New¬ 
ton and carried the city by 
only 388 votes. 

McCormack actually stood 
up better in Newton than he 
did almost anywhere else in 
Massachusetts. The Newton 
returns gave Kennedy 6150 
votes and McCormack 5762. 

One of the surprises of the 
Demoeratic balloting in New¬ 
ton was the tremendous vote 
rolled up by Endlcott 
(Chub) Peabody In his suc- 
eessful run for the Democra¬ 
tic nomination for Governor. 


Peabody polled 9873 votes In 
Newton to 1661 for Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles Clement A. 
Riley. Peabody received more 
votes than any other Democra¬ 
tic candidate except State Au¬ 
ditor Thomas J. Buckley, who 
was unopposed. He drew only 
22 fewer votes than Buckley. 
Brooke Vote Big 
Surprise In City 
The big surprise in the Re¬ 
publican primary in Newton 
was that Edward W. Brooke 
topped Elliot L. Richardson by 
514 votes in the city in their 
struggle for the GOP nomina¬ 
tion for Attorney General de¬ 
spite the fact that Richardson 
had the backing of many of 
Newton's prominent Republi¬ 
can leaders. The city’s vote in 
that contest was 7043 for 
Brooke and 6529 for Richard¬ 
son. 

Herbert L. Connolly carried 
his home city of Newton by 
1454 votes over Attorney 
Francis X. Bellotti in their 
fight for the Democratic nom¬ 
ination for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor. 

Connolly, who put up a sur¬ 
prisingly stiff battle against 
Bellotti, poled 6216 votes in 
Newton to 4762 for Bellotti.

Kennedy Won In Landslide 
While Looking To November 

What was most remarkable about the landslide vic¬ 
tory scored by Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy over Attor¬ 
ney General Edward J. McCormack, Jr., in their contest 
for the Democratic nomination for U. S. Senator, was 
that Ted achieved it without ever uttering a harsh word 
about McCormack. 

Ted was looking beyond the primary' to the No¬ 
vember election. He was intent on opening no wounds 
and leaving no scars of his making in the Democratic 
party. 

It can be dangerous to be running in one politi¬ 
cal contest and to be thinking in terms of the next 
one to come. But it proved excellent strategy for the 
President’s youngest brother.

It is apparent that McCor¬ 
mack couldn't have won re¬ 
gardless of what strategy he 
employed. If McCormack 
made a mistake, it was in stand¬ 
ing against Ted Kennedy when 
he could have had any other 
place on the Democratic State 
ticket for the asking. 

McCormack could have had 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. He would have been 
a heavy favorite to win reelec¬ 
tion as Attorney General. But 
he chose to gamble on a run 
for the office he has always 
wanted — a seat in the U. S. 
Senate. 

The second-guessers claim 
that McCormack's stock drop¬ 
ped after his South Boston de¬ 
bate with Kennedy and that he 
alienated many women voters 
by his aggressive tactics. 

Possibly that's so. But Mc¬ 
Cormack knew he was trailing 
Kennedy before the first debate 
and that his only chance of 
overtaking him was to strike 
out forcefully against him. The 
likelihood is that the women 
watchers who were affronted 
bv McCormack’s attack on 
Kennedy were going to vote for 
Ted anvwav. 

All that is now political his¬ 
tory. Ted Kennedy is the 
Democratic nominee for the 
V. S. Senate and shapes up as 
an extremely potent one. 

President Kennedy, who re¬ 
mained so scrupulously aloof 
from the primary fight, will 
come into his home State to 
speak for his brother and the 
entire Democratic State ticket 
to add to the excitement of the 
campaign ahead. 

End icott (Chub) Peabody 
rolled up a bigger vote and 
won bv a greater plurality 
over Registrar of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles Clement A. Riley than 
this observer e x p e c te d he 
would. 

Peabodv was an odds-on 
favorite and Rilev the under¬ 
dog. However, Riley was no 
soft opponent. He is well 
known across the State, and his 
service as Registrar has been 
widely publicized. 

Circumstances just before 
the primary militated against 
Peabody. 

He was invited to testify be¬ 
fore the Grand Jury on the 
reckless charges by ex-Repre- 
sentative Pasquale Caggiano 
that he had been offered a 
bribe in the form of money 
and a job to withdraw from 
the contest for the Democratic 
nomination for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor. 

This didn’t make much 
sense since Caggiano subse¬ 
quently was thrown off the 
ballot because of forged signa¬ 
tures on his nomination papers. 

However, the mere fact that 
Peabody testified before the 
Grand jurv was poor publicity 
for him although it was at least 
partly offset by a Grand Jury 
report that there was no foun¬ 
dation for Caggiano's allega 
tions. 

Peabody has established him 
self as a powerful vote-getter. 
He always has maintained that 
he could cut into the Republi 
can and Independent vote and 
win election if he could get 
the Democratic nomination for 
high state office.

Get Flu Shots 
If Over 45, Says 
Newton TB Ass‘n 

All persons over 45 are 
urged by the Newton Tubercu¬ 
losis and Health Association 
to see their doctor about get¬ 
ting flu shots. 

Dr. R. Emerson Sylvester, 
chairman of the association’s 
Medical Advisory Committee, 
points out that the U. S. Pub¬ 
lic Health Service predicts a 
flu epidemic this fall and win¬ 
ter similar to the one that 
attacked thousands in 1957. 

Those who have had TB or 
other lung diseases should 
make a particular effort to get 
their flu vaccination, the as¬ 
sociation advises. Exactly 
when the epidemic will strike 
cannot be determined, but the 
flu vaccine is recommended as 
a precaution. 

Individuals who suffer from 
asthma, chronic bronchiectasis, 
emphysema and pulmonary 
fibrosis should take advantage 
of the vaccine In order to pre¬ 
vent complications, the asso¬ 
ciation suggests. Also, pa¬ 
tients with rheumatic heart 
disease, respiratory diseases, 
arteriosclerotic heart disease,

Biggest Class Ever Enters 
Andover Newton Seminary 


The largest entering class in 
history — 122 students — has 
registered at Andover Newton 
Theological School, according 
to a report by President Her¬ 
bert Gezork. 

The group Includes grad¬ 
uates of 98 American colleges 
and universities and 14 ecu¬ 
menical scholars from abroad. 
This class brings the semin¬ 
ary's full-time enrollment to a 
record number of 307 students. 

Fourteen ecumenical schol¬ 
ars are among the 32 students 
registered for the degree of 
master of sacred theology. The 
ecumenical scholars receive 
special scholarship aid and 
come from India Japan, Ni¬ 
geria Lebanon, Finland, Bur¬ 
ma Australia and the Philip¬ 
pine Islands. 

The group of new students, 
including 78 who are candi¬ 
dates for the bachelor of div¬ 
inity degree and 12 candidates 
for the master’s degree in re¬ 
ligious education, attended a 
special orientation program on 
the seminary’s 85-acre cam¬ 
pus Sept. 8-11, preceding the 


beginning of classes on 
Sept. 13. 

The new students represent 
16 denominations, with the 
majority from American Bap¬ 
tist and Congregational 
churches, the denominations 
which founded Andover New¬ 
ton Theological School, one of 
the oldest Protestant semin¬ 
aries in America. Since its be¬ 
ginnings in 1807, it has grad¬ 
uated 6.200 ministers, 700 mis¬ 
sionaries, and nearly 700 col¬ 
lege and seminary presidents 
and professors. 

Just prior to tne opening of 
the seminary term, young sem¬ 
inarians attending an all¬ 
school retreat for students and 
faculty of Andover Newton, 
held in Craigville, on the Cape, 
were warned that if they fol¬ 
low Christ’s example and get 
involved in social issues they 
will be subject to misunder¬ 
standing even by their friends, 
financial pressures, loss of 
community status and perhaps 
problems in obtaining jobs.

Roque Court 
Built on Cape 
by Dedhamite 

Take the word croquet, 
drop the first and last let¬ 
ters, and you get the name 
“Roque” which is a game of 
outdoor billiards with wickets, 
or you could say it is croquet 
with carom shots. 

And the only Roque court 
on Cape Cod is at the Mild 
Harbor, North Falmouth sum¬ 
mer home of Frank W. Kim¬ 
ball of 277 Walnut St., Ded¬ 
ham. 

Roque is played on an elon¬ 
gated octagon 60 feet long 
and 30 feet wide. Unlike cro¬ 
quet, the court is banked by 
cement border, from which 
carom shots may be made. 
The procedure of the game, 
however, is that of croquet. 

Hard rubber balls 3t4 
Inches in diameter are used. 
The 3H inch wide wickets 
are ma <$2 of steel. Mallets 
vary according to the taste of 
the player but generally have 
short handles, about 1% feet 
long. The striking heads of 
the mallets have one hard and 
one soft end. 

To begin the game, each 
player shoots a ball toward 
the playing line of the court 
The player whose ball comes 
to rest nearest the playing 
line gets his choice of turn 
of play. The player opening 
the contest attempts to con¬ 
tact another ball either by a 
direct hit or a carom shot. 

After making contact with 
another ball, he is allowed 
two more strikes to go 
through an arch. Should he 
accomplish this he wins a 
point He continues until he 
misses an arch. The winner 
Is the player who scores a 
total of 32 points or who is 
ahead when all the innings of 
play are completed. 

A 10-inning game usually 
takes an hour and a half. 
Tournament contests, which 
run 15 innings, go on for two 
and one half hours. 

Mr. Kimball, at age 90, does 
not feel that a roque is an old 
person’s game. 

"That’s not true,” he said. 
“This game can get into a 
person’s blood. I heartily rec¬ 
ommend it for young and 
old.” 

In addition to two nation¬ 
wide groups, The National 
Two Ball Roque Association 
and the American Roque 
League, therre are roque clubs 
in every state. There are only 
two in Massachusetts, one in 
Quincy and the other in 
North Falmouth. 

According to Mr. Kimball, 
the game originated on Mar¬ 
tha’s Vineyard in the latter 
part of the 19th century. The

Ted Kennedy, Peabody Halt 
Talk of Republican Sweep 

The magnitude of the primary victories won by | 
Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy and Endicott (Chub) Pea¬ 
body has silenced all talk of a great Republican sweep 
in the November election. 

Ted Kennedy’s presence at the head of the Demo¬ 
cratic State ticket undoubtedly will help Democratic 
candidates all the way down the line and probably 
will prevent any GOP tidal wave from getting rolling. 

Peabody also has established himself as a good 
vote-getter, a worthy running mate and a potent con¬ 
tender against Governor Volpe, the strong man of 
the Republican ticket. 

At this stage of the campaign most political ex 
perts rate Ted Kennedy a heavy favorite over George 
C. Lodge and figure Volpe the favorite over Peabody. 
But they no longer talk in terms of a runaway win 
for Volpe or any other GOP candidate. 

The appraisals of the election battles will be re¬ 
vised as the campaign progresses, public opinon crys¬ 
tallizes and surveys are made of voter sentiment.

Fair Housing Group 
Holds F$k fX Meeting 


Lester Houston, director of 
the Family Relocation Service 
of the City of Newton, was the 
principal speaker at the fall 
meeting of the Newton Fair 
Housing Practices Committee 
held Monday night, September 
24th, at the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Herbert O. LeVine, 379 
Central St., Auburndale. The 
committee was also addressed 
by Alderman William Carmen, 
chairman of the city’s Housing 
Authority. 

‘The Family Relocation 
Service has evolved in certain 
specific ways which could not 
have been anticipated at the 
outset,” Mr. Houston stated. 
Set up in the Spring of 1962 to 
help deal with the dislocation 
caused by the extension of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike into 
Boston, its main service is to 
t hose people seeking and of¬ 
fering housing. Additionally, it 
has served as a central point 
for coordinating other com¬ 
munity agencies, both public 
and private, and as a source 
of valuable information and 
referral to the disclocatees. 

Discussing the many groups 
and individuals which have 
assisted and participated in 
the development of the Relo¬ 
cation Service, Mr. Houston 
said, “We often do not realize 
the partnership between vol¬ 
untary organizations such as 
the Fair Housing Practices 
Committee and official agen¬ 
cies of the City. The ground¬ 
work which this committee has 
laid has made certain things 
possible in relocation which 
would not otherwise have been 
so. We have also emerged with 
an arrangement whereby local 
realtors would be used as a 
major resource in relocation.” 

“Although the original esti¬ 
mate of families affected by 
the road ranged from around 
350 to 400, the present figure 
looks like 500 or more. As of 
last week, about 400 notices of 
taking have been received by 
family units. The Family Re¬ 
location Service has had con¬ 
tacts with 80 family units, and 
over 200 contacts in all.” 

Mr. Carmen tied the slow 
progress of integration in 
housing in Newton to the lack 
of low cost housing available. 
"There will be more public 
housing in the next few years 
and it wil be integrated. 
Currently, I don’t believe there 


is one case of integration i: 
an apartment house in the citj 
of Newton,” he stated. Tht 
Committee itself reported on 
its increasing success in find 
ing housing for non-white 
families over the summer. Mi 
George Roberts, 103 Beethoven 
Ave., Waban, temporary chair 
man of the Buyers and Sellers 
Committee has 30 houses now 
available on an Open Occu 
pancy basis. “I am able to re 
port that at this moment, we 
have more houses than people 
looking,” she said. 

The meeting also included a 
discussion of the Greater Bos 
ton Fair Housing Federation, 
and the newly formed Fair 
Housing, Incorporated, design 
ed to make available funds 
from non-profit foundations to 
certain specific activities of 
the movement, and the rela¬ 
tion of the Newton Commit¬ 
tee to these organizations.

“There should be an abso¬ 
lute prohibition of any legis¬ 
lation which interferes with 
the home rule of any political 
subdivision of the Common¬ 
wealth except In cases where 
the Interests of more than one 
city or town are affected.

Question No. 1 on the Novem¬ 
ber 6 ballot is defeated by 
the voters, Attorney William 
Doyle, Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee Against Increased In¬ 
come Taxes, warned today in 
launching a statewide cam¬ 
paign against the proposal.

thority to increase income 
taxes without limitation.” 

“If there ever was a de¬ 
vice designed to break the 
back of the Massachusetts 
taxpayer. It Is Question No. 
1,” he declared. 

Chairman Doyle described 
The Committee Against In¬ 
creased Income Taxes as a 
voluntary, non-elected organ¬ 
ization “. . . comprised of 
men and women from all 
walks of Life and from all 
sections of the Common¬ 
wealth, who have banded to¬ 
gether to bring about the 
defeat of this obvious threat 
to their livelihood ” 

He explained that Question 
No. 1 is a proposal to amend 
the Massachusetts Constitu¬ 
tion to give the Legislature 
power and authority to abol¬ 
ish the present system of tax¬ 
ation and to impose a bur¬ 
densome graduated tax on 
personal and business in¬ 
comes. 

Under the present system, 
it was pointed out, the total 
tax rate on earned income 
(wages, salaries and feesi is 
a uniform 3.075 percent; 7.38 
percent on unearned income 
(dividends, interest, etc.) and 
1.845 percent on annuities. 

“Let no one he deluded 
Into believing that Question 
No. 1 is a harmless proposal 
merely to amend the Con¬ 
stitution.” Mr. Doyle 
warned. “Its approval 
would give the legislature 
a clear-cut mandate to adopt 
a graduated Income tax and 
thus be In a position to 
spend additional tens of 
millions of the taxpayers’ 
dollars.” 

“A graduated State income 
tax would be similar to the 
present Federal income tax 
system,” he added. "Federal 
income taxes already are a 
crushing burden on all Mas¬ 
sachusetts wage-earners, but 
if a similar system is to be 
adopted for State income tax¬ 
es, men and women who work 
for a living in this Common¬ 
wealth will be altogether 
flattened." 

The Committee Chairman 
attacked as “. . . an out¬ 
right hoax . . .” the con¬ 
tention of some advocates 
of the plan that a grad¬ 
uated Income tax would be 
exclusively a “soak-the- 
rich” tax. 

“It could be more accurate¬ 
ly termed a drown-the poor 
tax,” he insisted. "Leading 
proponents of this proposal 
say that 98 percent of all 
Massachusetts citizens have 
taxable incomes of less than 
$10,000 a year. If this is 
so, how can the remaining 2 
percent be expected to pay 
the major portion of the $98 
million the Commonwealth 
now receives annually in taxes 
on earned income? 

“The simple and only 
answer Is that the chief 
burden would have to fall 
on the working masses of 
Massachusetts,” he argued, 
“and it Is entirely’ possible 
that many workers In the 
low-income group, who are 
not now required to pay 
State income taxes, would 
wind up having to pay 
their share of the load.” 
Chairman Doyle emphasized 
that proponents of Question 
No 1 not only would increase 
taMes through a graduated 
income tax but also by (a) 
reducing the present $2,000 
personal deduction (b» by 
eliminating the present deduc¬ 
tion for Federal Income Tax¬ 
es paid and (e) by eliminat¬ 
ing the present exemption on 
rental income. 

"If the Legislature were to 
wipe out the present exemp¬ 
tion on rental income," he 
said, “the owners of two and 
three-family dwellings would 
have no alternative but to 
raise rentals for untold 
thousands of Massachusetts 
families.” 

The first step under a grad¬ 
uated income tax, he pointed 
out, would be the automatic

Governor Volpe declared 
this week that he wants 
and needs “a Heckler in 
the Governor’s Council.” 

He referred to Attorney 
Margaret M. Heckler of 
Wellesley who won the Re¬ 
publican nomination for 
the Executive Council in 
the big second councillor 
district which extends 
from Newton and Need¬ 
ham through Dedham and 
Westwood to Norwood and 
takes in part of Boston, in¬ 
cluding Ward 18. 

Mrs. Heckler, who is 
making her first run for pub¬ 
lic office, declares that she 
enjoys campaigning almost as 
much as she did her victory 
in the recent primary. 

“Campaigning has been an 
enormously enriching experi¬ 
ence for me.” she asserts. 

“In travelling to all 31 towns 
and cities in the second coun¬ 
cillor district, plus the Boston 
wards. I have gained an in¬ 
timate knowledge of the area 
and its people that could not 
be achieved in any other man¬ 
ner.” 

Mrs. Heckler polled 31,380 
votes, topping the field in 
most sections of the councillor 
district. 

Victory did not come easily 
to her. She announced her 
candidacy on June 21 and on 
the following day began a vig¬ 
orous campaign that took her 
into thousands of homes and 
business places throughout 
the sprawling district. 

She is a member of the 
Boston Bar Association, the 
Massachusetts Trial Lawyers' 
Association, is vice president 
of the Women's Republican 
Club of Massachusetts and 
legislative chairman of the 
Wellesley Women's Republi¬ 
can Club. 

Mrs. Heckler has been en¬ 
dorsed by the Norfolk As¬ 
sociates. She Is a Town Meet¬ 
ing Member In Wellesley as 
well as a member of the Re¬ 
publican Town Committee In 
that community. 

She was an exchange stu¬ 
dent in international politics 
at Leiden University in Hol¬ 
land. 

Governor Volpe has warmly 
endorsed her candidacy and 
urged her election.

• Never leave a key under 
the mat, in the mailbox or over 
the transom, these are the first 
places that an intruder will 
look for a key. 

• Locks that can be opened 
with skelton keys should not 
be used, any prowler can buy 
these keys for 15-20 cents each 
and have keys to fit your 
home. 

• Do not use padlocks on a 
door, they can be sawed or 
torn off in a minute. 

• When moving into a new 
home or apartment, it is wise 
to have the combination of the 
locks changed so that you will 
be the only one with keys to 
fit your home. You should have 


this service performed by a 
qualified locksmith. You can 
be sure he is reliable if he car¬ 
ries an identification card. 

• Make sure that you have 
pin tumbler cylinder locks on 
all exterior doors; also, for ex¬ 
tra protection use an auxiliary 
lock with a dead latch. Glass 
doors should have locks that 
open with a key on the inside 
as well as on the outside. 

• Windows In the base¬ 
ment. first and second story 
should be securely locked with 
key-type window locks. 

• If you leave your home at 
night, leave at least two lights 
on: also, keep the shades up 
or Venetian blinds partially 
open. 

• Do not hesitate to report 
anything of a suspicious na¬ 
ture to the Police Depart¬ 
ment
